The day is not a holiday, with the 
banks and post office observing the 
usual hours. 
The proclamation of Mayor Be­ 
bout is as follows: 
“ Friday, November 11, is Armis­ 
tice Day, the anniversary of the 
signing of an agreement by which 
hostilities in the World 
W ar 
were 
stopped, when there was a cessation 
of bloodshed, pillage, 
devastation 
and death. 
“ The date is a notable one

which 
world domination was sought by a 
nation, the depotism and, tyranny of 
which can In* imagined only.

cd before death. 
This testimony icontradicted

theory of the defense that arsenic 
found in a chemical analysis might 
have come from embalming 
fluid. 
Myers said the reason for his con­ 
clusion was that the kidneys, spleen 
and liver of the human body are 
non-sclective after death. 
Introduction of evidence by which 
the state of Indiana hopes to con­ 
vict the attractive widow, 42, mother 
of a 15-year-old girl, got under way 
today. 
I he black-garbed widow’s smiles 
turned to tears for a few minutes 
during the testimony of Dr. Charles

evidence of poisoning. 
“ She couldn’t havo done it,” is 
the comment of one neighbor on the

to fill out the term of former mayor 
John L. Duvall which ends in Ja n ­ 
uary, 1930. A combination of re­ 
publican and democratic votes, after 
37 ballots had failed to give a ma­ 
jority to any of the 14 
candidates 
mentioned before the meeting, was 
responsible. 
Hogue, a republican, lost no time 
in asserting that his suit in Marion 
circuit court, claiming the mayor’s 
office, would he amended to include 
Slack among the defendants. 
He 
said an early hearing 
would 
be 
sought. 
“ I hope it is understood the suit 
is not a matter of personal ambi­ 
tion," Hogue told the United P/ess. 
“ Until the courts have determined 
it, the city will he embarassed—es­ 
pecially in trying to dispose of its 
bond issues to banks whose attor­ 
neys have advised them to await 
a 
court decision.” 
Hogue claims the 
office 
as the 
surviving head of the administration 
of the late former 
Mayor 
Lew 
Shank, declaring that the 1925 elec­ 
tion in which Duvall won was inval­ 
id because of his conviction of cor­ 
ruption.

The state police force has 
been 
engaged in a campaign to eliminate 
“ one light” drivers on the roads and 
to compel automobile owners to come 
up to state specifications in 
brake 
tests. Both aims of 
the 
campaign 
are commendable, especially the one 
which seeks to rule oil the road the 
motorist who has only one headlight. 
The “ one light” driver is a real 
danger and is frequently the cause 
ol fatal accidents. The approaching 
driver never knows whether the light 
he sees is on the right or left lamp. 
To he sate, he has to give the single 
light machine a wide berth, with the 
result that he may go into the ditch. 
Another danger is that the driver of 
a car with insufficient light may be­ 
come confused and crash into an a p ­ 
proaching automobile. 
On the whole, the effort of 
the 
state police to force observance of 
the law providing for two 
head­ 
lights on a machine, is to he com* 
mended and should be pushed vigor­ 
ously. Too much time can not 
he 
spent on this work. It should be re­ 
duced to a system with state police 
making periodic visits to the com­ 
munities in their districts.

billion dollars and we could have 
paid it off by all chipping in $10 
apiece. 
The debt is now approximately 
18 Ifc billions and the per capita 
share is more than $155. 
But at one tune in 1919 the 
public debt, which had jumped 23 
billion dollars in two years, was 
$2 6 ,596,701.000 
and 
when 
that 
fiscal year closed, the per capita 
debt was more than $230. 
Treasury experts estim ate that, 
barring emergencies or important 
depressions, the debt can be paid 
off In a little more than 30 years 
at the present rate.

A T ONE time. In 19 20, the In­ 
terest on the debt amounted 
to 
more 
than 
$1.000,000,0(10 
a 
year— about a third of the federal 
expense. 
Last year It was only 
$ 785.0o0.000.

1928 1 
it is hoped to get this figure down 
by 50 million dollars or more.

"One Light" Drivers 


The state -police force has 
been 


engaged in a campaign to eliminate 
"one light" drivers on the roads and 
to <compcl automobile owners to come 
up to state specifications in brake 
tests. Both aims of the campaign 
are commendable, especially the one 
which seeks to rale off the road the 
motorist who has only one headlight. 


The "one light" driver is a real 


danger and is frequently the cause 
f>f fatal accidents. The approaching 
Driver never knows whether the light 
lie sees is on the right or left lamp. 
To be safe, he has to give the single 
light machine a wide berth, with the 
result lhat he may go into the ditch. 
Another danger is that the driver of 
a car with insufficient light may be- 
come confused and crash into an ap- 
proaching automobile. 


On the whole, the effort of 
the 


state |H>Iice to force observance of 
the law providing for two head- 
lights on a machine, is to be com- 
mended and should be pushed vigor- 
ously. Too much time can not 
be 


spent on this work. It should be re- 
duced to a system with state police 
making periodic visits to the com- 
munities in their districts. In time 
the "one light" driver might awake 
to the fact that he was liable to a 
fine at any time and be more careful 
in this respect.
